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Sales up 
I5pc at 
Victoria 
Carpets 

THE Kidderminster-based 
carpet group Victoria has 
revealed a rise in UK sales of 
15.4 per cent in the last year. 

Pre-tax profits were down 
19.6 per cent to £1.55 million 
but managing director Alan 
Bullock said that reflected 
investment in new products. 

He said that sales from 
the group’s new range of 
luxury vinyl tiles and its 
Options 288 high quality 
carpet range should boost 
sales and profits for the 
current financial year. 

Group revenue for the 
year to the end of March was 
up 9.4 per cent to £77. lm. 
Sales in Australia rose by 
only 1.5 per cent. 

UK sales included strong 
growth at the John Lewis 
Partnership where a new 
programme of carpet ranges 
was introduced last year. 

The group employs 730 
staff including 200 in Kid¬ 
derminster. 

Meanwhile Carpetright, 
the carpet retailer which has 
490 stories in the UK includ¬ 
ing outlets in Kiddermin¬ 
ster, Droitwich, Dudley and 
Worcester, saw profits slump 
to £4 million. 

The firm insisted it was 
hopeful for the future. 

Its profits were £17m last 
year and £62m in 2008. Like- 
for-like sales in the UK were 
down 0.2 per cent over the 
year to April 28 but Car¬ 
petright said there was 
“cause for optimism” in 
recent trading.

FEAR OF GAG OVER 
HOSPITAL DEBATES

THE small number of places 
available at public meetings 
to discuss the future of Kid¬ 
derminster Hospital have 
sparked claims that people 
are not being given the 
chance to have a proper say. 

Just 150 places are available at two meetings 
to discuss the closure-threatened hospital. 

An extra meeting was organised after all 75 
places for the first one on Saturday were 
snapped up. There will now be another on July 
3. But residents say it is not fair that such a 
small percentage of the Wyre Forest population 
can attend the events. 

It has emerged that the hospital could close 
as part of a shake-up of healthcare services in 
Worcestershire. 

Six options have been forwarded for the 
future of hospital services, with two possibly 
spelling the end for the Kidderminster site. 

The hospital lost its accident and emergency 
department when it was downgraded by the 
Government in 2000. 

Kidderminster councillor Helen Dyke is 
among those angry at the small number of 
places available at the public meetings 

Accusations 

She said: “This is not open and transparent, 
which is what the health authority is supposed 
to be. By limiting the amount of people who can 
attend these meetings they are attracting accu¬ 
sations that there is something to hide.” 

Wyre Forest Labour deputy leader Councillor 
Howard Martin said: “I would have thought 
there would be a lot more than 150 people in 
Wyre Forest interested in having a say. 

“The town hall has a capacity of about 350.1 
wouldn’t want anybody to be excluded. I just 
hope this is the start of the consultation and 
there are other opportunities.” 

Trust spokeswoman Catherine Ainsworth 
said: “This is a structured event with round 
table discussions to give people a proper oppor¬ 
tunity to have their say in a measured way so 
their thoughts can be properly captured. 

“We have put on the extra event so people can 
have a similar opportunity. We want everyone 
to have their say and be able to go through 
complex issues with the clinicians.”

£24.5m campus planned 


A £24.5 million learning 
campus with a boarding 
house, teaching blocks and 
sports pitches could be built 
on the same site as two Kid¬ 
derminster schools under 
new plans.

Cabinet member for transformation 
and change, Councillor David Thain 
said: “This £24.5m project is a totally 
integrated education facility that 
brings mainstream and special school 
pupils together to use the same facili¬ 
ties.”

Facelift plan 
in pipeline 
at last for 
iconic bridge 


ESSENTIAL repairs are to be carried out on 
landmark Bewdley Bridge at last - nearly two 
years after calls first went out for mainte¬ 
nance to be done there. 

Years of floods and bad weather have taken their toll on 
the bridge, which dates back to 1798, leaving stone and 
metal work heavily worn. Plans have now been submitted 


to Wyre Forest District 
Council for improvements 
on the Grade-I listed struc¬ 
ture with the consultation 
period already under way. 
The aim is to start work as 
soon as possible. 

If approval is given work 
would take place within the 
present financial year, 
according to town county 
councillor and district 
council leader John 
Campion. 

The scheme would see five 
heavily weathered stone 
pilasters - columns running 
along the bridge - removed 
and replaced. 

Restored 

Iron bottle pilasters along 
the Beale’s Corner approach 
to the bridge would also be 
repainted as part of the 
project. 

Damaged cast iron rail¬ 
ings along Riverside North 
would also be taken from the 
site and straightened before 
being restored. 

The project would be 
carried out by Worcester¬ 
shire County Council in 
partnership with the district 
council and English Her-

itage. Calls have been made 
for substantial maintenance 
work to be carried out at the 
bridge, considered an iconic 
part of the town, since 2010. 

The structure was 
designed by Thomas Telford 
and built by Shrewsbury- 
based contractor John 
Simpson for £9,000. 

It originally had a toll 
house but this was demol¬ 
ished in the 1960s. 

Councillor Campion said 
the maintenance to the 
bridge was taking place as 
part of a programme of 
works on structures across 
the area. 

“Understandably any 
work on the bridge takes a 
lot of money to carry out 
because of its historic 
nature,” he said. 

“I am certain residents 
and businesses will be 
pleased to see work being 
carried out.” 

Consultation will con¬ 
tinue until July 12 and a 
decision will be made shortly 
afterwards.

Day when a local hero 
broke two world records 


THE Olympic Games are almost upon 
us, and the hottest ticket is that for the 
men's 100m final to see World Record 
Holder, Usain Bolt. 

But 50 years ago huge crowds flocked 
to Aldersley Stadium, to watch a local 
Olympic sprinter break world records 
right here in Wolverhampton, Peter 
Radford. 

He was born in Walsall on September 
20, 1939, and went to school at Tetten- 
hall College. As a child he was confined 
to a wheelchair for a time, with a serious 
kidney disease, but when he was 12 
years old he took up running, and joined 
Birchfield Harriers. 

His talent as a sprinter was soon 
recognised and in 1955 he won the 
English Schools Intermediate 100 yards 
title. By 1958 he was in the senior Great 
Britain team and won a bronze medal at 
the 1958 European Championships, 
and a silver in the 4 x 100 metre relay.

He won gold at the 1958 Common¬ 
wealth Games in the 4x110 yards relay. 
He set a European record for the 200m 
of 20.8 seconds, running in Paris. 

Progress 

On May 28, 1960, competing in the 
Staffordshire Championships at Alder¬ 
sley Stadium he set a world record for 
220 yards of 20.5 secs, and this time 
was recognised as the record for the 
200m as well. He had broken two world 
records in one race. 

He went to the 1960 Rome Olympics 
as clear favourite for the 200m. He took 
a bronze medal in the 100m, but did not 
progress beyond the semi-final in the 


longer distance. In the days before 
sprinters were seeded, all three of his 
main rivals were drawn in the same 
semi-final as Radford. He ran a poor 
race by his standards and only came 
fourth, being eliminated. There was 
some compensation when he one 
another bronze in the 4 x 100 m relay. 

Radford's career faltered after that. 
He won another gold in the 1962 Com¬ 
monwealth Games relay, but he was 
only a quarter finalist in both the 100m 
and the 200m at the Tokyo Olympics in 
1964. 

Though he wore the Great Britain 
international vest 24 times, his great 
days were behind him. From 1965 on he 
retired from athletics due to injury, and 
lived and worked in Canada and the 
United States for 12 years.

Council praised for improving 
its child safeguarding services 


AN Improvement Notice on 
Worcestershire County Council’s 
safeguarding service has been 
lifted after an Ofsted inspection. 

Tim Loughton, Parliamentary Under Sec¬ 
retary of State for Children and Families, 
lifted the notice which was issued in 
January 2011. 

In a letter to county council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Hardman, Mr Loughton con¬ 
gratulated council officers, partners and 


senior management for “decisive action”. 

He noted improvements in quality of 
practice, and clear signs that the authority 
is developing a culture which is child 
centred. 

He highlighted the focus on raising stan¬ 
dard across children’s social care services, as 
well as strong engagement with partners 
around domestic violence and children 
missing from home. 

The local authority was congratulated for 
“strong and rapid improvements”. 


The notice to improve was imposed after 
an inspection judged the overall effective¬ 
ness of the council's safeguarding services to 
be inadequate. 

The council put in place an improvement 
board to oversee the implementation of 
Ofsted’s recommendations. And this March, 
a re-inspection judged the safeguarding 
services to be adequate, with leadership and 
management judged as good. 

Councillor Liz Eyre, the county’s lead 
member for children’s services, said: “Huge 


thanks are due to all the staff. I am confi¬ 
dent... we have the necessary commitment 
and capacity to keep the momentum going. 
We are not complacent. There is more to do. ” 

Councillor Hardman added: “This is 
extremely good news not only for the council 
but for children in Worcestershire. Our 
ambition now is to move to ‘good’ and this is 
a great start in that journey.” 

Gail Quinton, director of children’s serv¬ 
ices said: “This could not be achieved 
without the hard work of staff at all levels.”

Plan to rent out council's 
new chamber to raise cash 


A COUNCIL chamber at a 
new £10 million headquar¬ 
ters in the Midlands could be 
hired out to theatre groups 
to raise cash. 

Rooms at Wyre Forest District 
Council’s base in Kidderminster 
would cost up to £120 a day to rent 
when it opens in September, if the 
plan goes ahead. 

Eight rooms would be available for 
meetings and events. 

Plans to create the new HQ at Fine- 
point Business Park have been con¬ 
troversial, with some councillors 
saying that the cash could have been 
better spent in other areas. 

But the authority says having serv¬ 
ices under one roof will help save 
around £500,000 every year. And it is 
hoped renting the premises out could 
raise thousands of pounds. 

Cabaret 

Councillors are to start meeting at 
the building in September and con¬ 
struction work is expected to be com¬ 
pleted on July 30. 

Five of the rooms including the 
chamber are suitable for cabaret, 
while three can be used for theatre or 
as a boardroom, a report to the 
council says. The chamber, which can 
hold 60 people, would cost £20 an 
hour, £65 per half day or £120 a day. 
Other rooms would range from £55 to 
£100 a day. 

The report adds: “To enable the 
facilities to be used effectively and 
efficiently it is proposed we offer the 
use of the meeting rooms in the public 
access part of the building to council 
partners, local public sector, charity 
and voluntary organisations.”

Police searched his home 
and discovered that bogus 
sales receipts were used to 
claim for the televisions. 

The total value of the false 
claims was £23,730. 

At Worcester Crown 
Court, Gauntlett pleaded 
guilty to two charges of 
fraud by misrepresentation. 

The insurance company, 
did not dispute the burgla¬ 
ries, and Balbir Singh, 
defending, said the frauds 
were impulsive, and not 
planned. 

Judge QC Robert Jukes 
warned Gauntlett he could 
receive a jail sentence. 

The case was adjourned 
for pre-sentence reports. 

Gauntlett will be sen¬ 
tenced at the same court on 
July 2.

ADDING optional extras can affect a car’s 
resale value more than many Brits may 
think, with some options even paying for 
themselves when you come to sell your 
motor, car valuation say experts at 
Glass.co.uk 

Glass’s also warns that some extras may add no 
value at all and in some cases, especially ‘DIY’ extras 
such as self-fitted stereos, can reduce a car’s value. 

The sat-nav has become the stalwart extra on many 
new cars, especially luxury models, and is something 
many Brits just can’t live without. 

According to Glass’s, this makes a sat-nav a smart 


investment when you buy a new car and in many cases 
will pay for itself when the car is sold. 

For example, installing a sat-nav entertainment 
system onto a new Audi Q3 might set you back £500. 
But if you sell your car two years later it will be worth 
£500 more than one without the sat-nav, meaning 
you’ve enjoyed a great extra at no additional cost. 

The smart buys don’t stop there. Bluetooth systems 
which allow drivers to connect devices such as mobile 
phones to their car wirelessly also see very high 
demand among buyers and will usually retain 50 per 
cent of their value over three years - so essentially a 
good extra to have. 

But there is some pimping your pocket could do 
without. Added extras such as 21-inch wheels and rear 


entertainment systems on the Audi A8 will set you 
back £3,500 and £3,800 respectively and offer little to 
no resale upside. 

In both cases you’ll lose much of this investment 
when it comes to selling. 

Additionally, safety systems such as brake and lane 
assist can surprisingly add no additional value to a car 
when motorists come to sell it. 

Richard Crosthwaite, Glass’s prestige car editor, 
comments: “It is so easy to get carried away, ticking 
the extras boxes when buying a car, but you really 
need to do some research. 

“Tick the right boxes and the extras will pay for 
themselves - pick the wrong ones and you could be 
paying for it in the long run.”

Alison sets sail in the 
hope of medal glory 


SAILOR Alison Young finds it hard to grasp 
just how far she has come from her days 
learning to sail on Trimpley reservoir. 

She was just nine when dad Keith dragged her and sister 
Kathryn to the water, near Kidderminster, for his birthday. 
Sixteen years later she is on the brink of an Olympic debut 
in her Laser Radial boat this summer. 


Young is softly spoken, 
almost a little unsure with 
how to handle the extra 
attention after securing her 
London 2012 place. 

It is to be expected after 
her rise from Trimpley 
Sailing Club to the biggest 
sporting event on the planet. 

Graduating with a first 
class civil engineering 
degree from Southampton 
University in 2008, Young 
went from development 
squad to fourth in the world 
and, now, London 2012. 

But she freely admits 
there was a time where her 
Olympic dream seemed 
almost unreachable. 

“When I went to uni I 
knew it was what I wanted 
to do, but it was quite hard to 
get the concept of the Games 
and what it actually is,” said 
the former Bewdley High 
School pupil. 

“It just seems so far away 
when you’re at university 
and you don’t really under¬ 
stand what’s required to get 
there. 

“You have to build up 
slowly from the develop¬ 
ment squad, understand the 
system and then what it 
takes to get there. 

“You see all the guys in the 
gym who have got their 
medals and just what they

have to do and realise it’s 
your reference point. 

“You learn from what they 
do, the work they do in the 
gym and the hours on the 
water.” 

Led by triple gold medal¬ 
list Ben Ainslie, the sailing 
team are expected to domi¬ 
nate in Weymouth and team 
manager Stephen Park has 
already insisted every sailor 
in the 22-strong Olympic 
and Paralympic squad can 
win a medal. 

Team GB topped the 
sailing medal table with six 
in Beijing - four golds, a 
silver and a bronze - four 
years ago to heighten the 
expectation this summer. 

Young, in her Olympic 
debut, goes in the Laser 
Radial class after winning 
selection and welcomes the 
pressure. 

“It’s good. We’ve got a 
strong team with a lot of 
experience. There are a few 
new teams as well but we’re

strong,” said Young, aged 25. 

“People have proved 
themselves in the past so 
there’s nothing they don’t 
know. 

“There’s a lot of hype 
about the Games and a lot of 
it’s going to be on Team GB. 

“People say it’s a home 
Games and it’s going to be 
amazing, but I’ve got 
nothing to compare it to. You 
have to break it down to 
what it is - it’s just another 
racing day at Weymouth - 
and look at it that way. 

“All of it will be a bit of a 


circus with a big build-up 
and you just have to block 
out all that noise. 

“But the torch is coming 
through Portland next week 
and there is a buzz about the 
place. 

“There is a bit more of a 
feel about it. 

“It was a massive confi¬ 
dence boost being selected; I 
was pretty stunned to be 
honest. 

“But I have to keep doing 
what I’m doing - keep 
working hard to get a 
medal.”
